Eli Davis ^-^chered to Death By Son 
COLD BLOODED M URDER^EARJTHE 
WARWICK 
MINES 


Eli Davis, 49, mule-driver at the Warwick mines, was murdered in cold blooded fashion by his oldest son, Wm. Davis, 20, at their 


home SVz miles southeast of Coshocton and 3 miles north of Wills Creek at 8:30 Sunday morning, following a quarrel at the break- 
fast table. The father, who had been drinking the night before and before breakfasc, grumbled about the beefsteak being tough and 
because there were no eggs and rose from the table to carry out a threat that he would kill his wife, when the son, William, picked 
up a big-bladed hatchet from the corner and struck his father several times over the head, cutting a big slice off the back of his head, 
exposing the brain, cutting a deep gash in the bridge of the nose, almost severing it, another gash deep into the forehead, another in 
the chin and another over the left eye. When the father staggered and fell to the floor, his son whipped out a Barlow knife from his 
pocket and stabbed him four times in the breast over the heart and made ugly cuts in his back and legs. The second eldest son, 
John, aged 18, and the wife, Susie, who were sitting at the table, and an Italian, Alphonso Caputo, 43, who had finished breakfast 
and gone upstairs but came down when the trouble started, watched the boy butcher his father without interfering. 


Sheriff McDonald arrested the boy, who says he is not sorry for the deed and that he did it to protect his mother, and brought him 


to the county jail three hours after the crime was committed. Chief of Police Johnston brought the Italian to the jail in Jos. Johnson's 
automobile. Coroner Lower, Dr. Lear and Dr. Barcroft conducted a very careful post mortem examination at the Davis home Sun- 
day afternoon. A special grand jury will probably be called by Judge Nicholas to investigate the case. Insanity may be the defense 
of the boy as it is said he has acted queerly at times. He disappeared from home three years ago and was gone until last April. Jas. 
Glenn will probably defend him.

A special grand jury will meet Thursday to investi- 


gate the murder of Eli Davis. 
Prosecutor 
McDowell, 


when questioned by an Age man, stated that he did 
not know whether a special grand jury would be called 
in or not but that possibly there would be. The regular 
grand jury will not convene again until May 17 and the 
boy charged with murder would have to lie in jail over 
seven months as he cannot be admitted to bail under first 
degree murder. 


MCDOWELL ON THE JOB 


Prosecutor McDowell with his customary vigor, 


started on the case within an hour after the crime was 
committed. No sooner had he received word at his 
home on Chestnut-st. that a man had been killed than 
he hired a livery rig and started for the scene. An Age 
man hailed him on Main-st. and was permitted to ride 
down with him, they being among the very first to ar- 
rive. Prosecutor McDowell is going to probe the case to 
its very depths. All theories such as jealousy and every- 
thing else will be run down. 


Coroner Lower, Dr. Lear and Dr. Barcroft conduct- 


ed a minute post mortem examination of the brain, 
stomach and all the vital parts, consuming three or four 
hours in the task. Afterwards Undertaker Wolfe pre- 
pared the body for burial. 


FUNERAL MONDAY AT 2 O'CLOCK 


Arrangements were made to hold the funeral, at the 


little home where the tragedy occurred, Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 


INQUEST TOMORROW OR WEDNESDAY

DOESN'T REGRET IT. 


But the most revolting feature of the whole affair 


is that even after the awful consequences of his mo- 
ment of frenzy have had time to present themselves to 
his calmer judgment, the young man remains stolidly 
indifferent and says he thinks he did the proper thing 
and that he is not sorry for what he has done. There are 
three extenuating circumstances in the boy's favor. One 
is tiiat he says he kflled his father to prevent him from 
tilling his mother; the second is that the boy's mind 
may not be sound, the argument in support of this lat- 
ter defense being that he disappeared from home three 
years ago and, after wandering to various cities with- 
out giving his parents the slightest inkling of whether 
he was living or dead, he suddenly returned last April: 
and the third is that his mother and brothers and sis- 
ters all say the boy was in the right and the father to 
blame. 


A MODEST HOME. 


f 
Eli Davis, the murdered man, lived on a fifteen- 


acre tract of hilly land on which he owned a good coal 
bank, which of late was conducted by his oldest son, 
William, while the second oldest son, John, and the 
father drove mules at the Warwick mine. Up until two 
weeks ago Eli and John had worked for several years at 
what? is known as the Johnson mine, owned by the 
Barnes Coal Co. They finished their second week at the 
Warwick mine by working until 12 o'clock Saturday 
night. Mrs. Davis and the children say that Eli had 
whiskey in the house and been drinking a little Satur- 
day-ami that he drank some before breakfast Sunday 
morning but tha he was not drunk. 


GEOWLED ABOUT BREAKFAST 


The tragedy occurred at 8 :45. 
William says that 


his father growled at his 
mother 
about 
breakfast, 


complaining that the potatoes were not peeled, that the 
beefsteak was tough andthat he wanted some eggs. 
Th'e father and mother and the two boys, Win and John, 
were seated at the breakfast- table, the Italian boarder, 
Alphonso Caputo, having finished his meal. and gone 
upstairs, returning when ae heard the struggle below. 


WILLIAM'S STORY 


The boy charged with the murder was found calm- 


ly seated on the front porch, by an'Age.manxJRrlio was 
the first newspaper representative to arrive, and relat- 
ed the circumstances a& follows : 


" It was about 8 :30 or 9 o'clock. 
He had been 


growling all morning and nothing suited "hrm. He com- 
plained, about the meat and wanted the potatoes peel- 
ed. He threatened to kill ma and he jumped up to do it. 
I grabbed the hatchet and hit him several times and 
kaseked-him down. Then I pulled my knife and used

" Why^did you keep on stabbing him after he was 


d0*ra on the floor ? " asked The Age man, 


'' I wanted to finish him. I wanted to put hrm out of 


Ids misery " was the reply. 


JOHN'S STORY 


John, the 18-year-old son, was interviewed next. 


He said: 


^' Pa had been mad all morning. He said in the cel- 


lar he was going to Toll ma. Nothing suited him. 
He 


wanted eggs. He told her he'd Mil her. 
Ma and Will 


and myself were at the table with liam. He didn't fall 
right away when Will hit him on the head with the 
hatchet but staggered and when Will hit him in the 
forehead he felL He didn't say anything but just groan- 
ed. He was drinking last night by himself when I went 
to bed. It was about 8 o'clock when I got up. 
He had 


been drinking before that I guess. Ma didn't say any- 
thing to him about his drinking. The hatchet was in the 
corner behind the table." 


MRS. DAVIS' STORY 


Mrs. Davis was interviewed in the sitting room— 


above the basement or lower story of the house where 
the murder occurred. 
Shesaid : 


" He had been quarrelsome all morning. 
He was 


drunk before he went to work. I always stood his abuse 
for the children's sake. He got worse as he grew older. 
He complained about the beefsteak. I said I had cut it 
up and made it as tender for him as I could. That was all 
I said back to him. He jumped up and ripped out an oath 
and threatened to kill me. I can't remember just what 
he 4id say as he had threatened me so many times. 
I 


had cut the steak from a hind quarter of beef. 
Will 


couldn't stand it to hear his father abuse me any long- 
er. When Eli jumped up Will got up too and grab- 
bed the hatchet. His father was covered with blood and 
he fell and died before he said anything that I could 
hear. I ran out of the house."

Mrs. Kemuel Smith, who is the closest neighbor of 


the Davis' and was the firstto arrive at the scene hav- 
ing been calledNby the little boy, Eli, agrees with the 
membaraof the Vanity that the father was mostly to 
blame.

brother of Melvin, was shaving and did not arrive tfll 
about a half hour after the murder. 


OLDEST CHILD'S STORY 


Miss Bessie Davis, who has worked at the Citoens 


Telephone office as operator for several years, was in 
Coshocton when she was notified of the murder. She 
boards at Suntheimer's on Sixth-st. but was over at 
Bradford's nearby. One of her brothers drove up and 
brought her to the scene about noon. She stated to The 
Age that she had not been home for about three weeks 
when she spent her week's vacation there. "Every- 
thing was peaceful when I was home and we all got? 
along as nicely as could be. I never say my father 
drunk but he was quarrelsome when he was drinking. 
Of course Will did it because he thought so much of Ms 
mother."

tion nothing to aid this project. 


Peary's forthcoming statement con- 


cerning Cook, it was learned, will 
charge that the Brooklyn explorer 
can not produce shoes, sledges or 
other equipment which will show the 
wear and tear that comes from travel 
over the Arctic ice. This is the first 
intimation of any specific evidence 
that the commander will produce, al- 
though he has said from time to time 
that he has evidence enough to dis- 
credit Dr. Cook. 


It seems evident that Peary is de- 


sirous of issuing his statement in the 
near future, especially since the ar- 
rival of Harry Whitney at Indian 
Harbor. 
While he declared 
teat 


Whitney has no part In the contro- 
versy. Commander Peary neverthe- 
less has received messages concern- 
ing Whitney's progress. He has, how- 
ever, made no attempt to ccmiauni- 
cate with "Whitney, and says tliat he 
will make none- 


Steamer Roosevelt Arrive*. 


The Roosevelt arrived unexpected- 


ly " at Eagle Island, 
Commander 


Peary's home, to- leave Peary's per- 
sonal belongings and to receive sup- 
plementary orders. The vessel's ar- 
rival was a. surprise, for Commander 
Peary, who preceded her to his home, 
said nothing of the possibility of her 
touching at Eagle Island. On the 
other hand, -when she sailed from 
Sydney on "Wednesday morning last, 
the general understanding *as that 
she would proceed to New York, with

Henson. the negro cook, who was 
with Peary in bis final dcsh north, 
said that he had talked with every 
Eskimo who went up with Cook and' 
knew every one of them, but was not 
at liberty to reveal waat he had 
learned- Henson said, however, that 
Cook had practically no experience 
when he went north: that he know 
nothing about building sledges, and 
was absolutely Inexperienced in driv- 
ing Eskimo dogs. Henson said that 
he was of the opinion that Cook 
could not even harness a dog cor- 
rectly.
